Superintendent’s Report 
To the Board of Education. 

Ladies and Gentlemen:—The following report deals with a few 
essentials of primary importance in the management of schools 
and, for the sake of greater emphasis upon these essentials, I shall 
not take up at all the many minor questions arising in the daily 
work of a superintendent. Iam certain that the schools are now 
organized upon right principles, and that the teaching follows the 
trend of modern educational thought and progress in the state. 


Organization and Teaching. 


The first essential necessary in organization is what is popularly 
called a ‘‘Course of Study.’’ Fortunate indeed is the State of 
New Hampshire in the possession of what, to my mind, is the best 
production in that line to be found in any state in the Union. I re- 
fer to the Program of Studies for Elementary Schools. But—its 
possession is one thing; its actualization in the schools is another. 
To accomplish the latter its spirit and underlying principles must 
be interpreted to the teachers by many teachers’ meetings, teach- 
er’s institutes and demonstrations in the schoolrooms. This will 
take time, thought and long endeavor, for the best results; how- 
ever, the Program of Studies is rendering us excellent service 
already. 

In a public school system without supervision, it is wholly a mat- 
ter of opinion whether the quality of the work that the teachers 
are doing is good or bad. No accounting has been done, no records 
have ever been kept. It is possible to have the work planned, to 
show how it should be done, and to keep a definite record of what 
has been done from year to year. I have devices for showing the 
amount of work which the teachers are doing, and for keeping a 
record of the progress and rank of each individual pupil in all his 
studies from the beginning until the end of his school life. 

I wish every parent in town might read and understand Chapter 
18 of this Program of Studies. There is not space here for me to 
go into the details, yet, it means so much in securing effective 
teaching that I think it would be profitable to outline it briefly. 
First of all, it is intended to strike a death blow at the greatest 
defect in teaching today, especially as it is done in rural schools. 
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This defect is, in a word, memorization by the pupils and lesson 
hearing by the teachers. About all the teaching there is to this 
process is the discovery by the teacher of how well the pupils have 
memorized the section of text book assigned to them as a 
lesson. Successive portions of text are assigned, memorized and 
recited. Thus it goeson: a dead pul! on the memory, drudgery, 
dullness, a growing distaste for and the killing of all interest in 
school life for teachers and pupils alike. 

Chapter 18 shows how to avoid all this, and how to bring into 
school life interest, competent instruction and mental growth. 
The scheme is, first, todivide a school subject like geography, for 
example, into a coherent system of topics. Each of these topics is 
then taught separately by Five Steps made plain in the Program. 
Covering a topic by these Five Steps compels a teacher to have a 
grasp of the subject and to do some real teaching. And, most im- 
portant of all, the pupils do not memorize words in a text book. 
They investigate many text books, periodicals, newspapers, pic- 
tures, and hunt up information on the topic among many sources. 
They report their findings to the class. The results are systemat- 
ically arranged and classified. A syllabus is put on the board, a 
real recitation follows. Teachers remain silent for the most part | 
while each pupil gets up on his feet and tells all he knows upon the 
topic. If recall in this connection, most interesting talks in history 
by 7th grade pupils and one in particular by a 6th grade pupil in 
geography on the topic, ‘‘The Southeastern States.’’ It re- 
minded me of old-time cataloging of capes, bays, etc., of earlier 
times—it was so differant. It was as interesting a ten-minute 
discussion of the people, their customs, industries, crops, ete., as 
you could imagine. The point to all this is that school work of this 
kind means mental activity and growth of the right kind. Learn- 
ing becomes a living experience and a Jasting mental possession. 
In this connection it is worthy of note that we have discontinued 
mid-year and final examinations. Pupils are tested out sometime 
after a topic has been taught and always without previous notice. 


Arithmetic. 

Applying Topical Teaching by these Five Steps, I expect the 
subjects, geography and history, to be greatly enriched by the 
interest aroused among the pupils to read up on the topies and to 
gather all the material bearing upon them that comes within their 
notice. Thesame will be true of civics and physiology, subjects 
which, in the past, have been textbook-ridden. 

Arithmetic teaching is begun too early. Facts and processes 
are forced upon children long before they are able, or need, to 


understand them. Wedonot teach the right things at the right 
time. If we wait with our facts and processes until children ought 
to know them to satisfy their needs, pleasures or curiosity, it will 
be an easy matter to teach them then. To force the process is an 
uphill matter. 
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We need more drill of the right kind and at the right time. 

We need more work done without pencil and paper, i. e., mental 
arithmetic. Go into a grade and give the children a problem. 
They immediately begin to figure with paper and pencil. They do 
not stop to reason the problem out or to estimate the result. I 
have insisted that teachers do much work of this kind for I con- 
sider that herein hes the greatest defect in the teaching of arith- 
metic today. Problems should deal with pupils’ own affairs and 
with quantities and conditions familiar to their experience as those 
from the average textbook donot. The recognition of this princi- 
ple has resulted in the elimination from the course of cube root, 
partial payments, bank discount, taxes, stocks and bonds, duties 
and customs, annual interest and compound proportion. Percent- 
age is the underlying principle in most of these topics. The Pro- 
gram of Studies says: ‘‘If a pupil thoroughly understands percent- 
age it willnot take him long to master the arithmetic of taxes 
when he needs to. If he is hazy on percentage, he will never be 
able to understand any of its applications.’’ We have 
wasted years in the futile effort to ‘‘try to train pupils for all the 
applications of arithmetic to business purposes.’’ I expect our 
Topical Teaching by the Five Steps to be of great value to us in 
the teaching of arithmetic during the ensuing year. For many 
years this subject has been experimented with more than any 
other, especially in the great west. Delegations of American 
educators have crossed the ocean to study the Montessori 
system at its fountain head. We have had cure-alls in the 
form of new methads, the Spear Method, the Grube Method, the 
Ratio Method, the Spiral Method, etc., ete. These are random 
illustrations of the Revelations to which the world has, at different 
times, been treated. What the world has done appears like a man 
clothed in rags to those attired in what they regard the newly 
found garments of educational righteousness. And the task of 
keeping the average boy straight in ‘‘pointing off’’ decimals, after 
he has been instructedii the magically easy way of doing it, re- 
mains just as hard as ever. The moral of it all? Authors and 
advocates of each new method have been, and are, one-sided and 
narrow. [Each has contributed his ‘‘mite’’ toward better methods. 
Let us take what is best from all, but, with or without this, let us 
see to it that the pupils furnish the background of serious en- 
deavor, industry and patience. These things, which count the 
most, are obtainable by all. The methods are incidental. 


Environment. 


This term would include everything with which pupils come in 
contact; schoolhouses, grounds, books, teachers, etc. I shall deal 
with school buildings and equipment only. I believe money appro- 
priated sufficient to entirely refurnish and repair the interiors of 
both buildings would be money well spent. It would go far toward 
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better health, better teaching, better morals, and especially, bet- 
ter conduct on the part of the pupils. The schoolhouses are, on the 
inside, at least, shabby, worn and uninviting. New seats, new 
slate blackboards, new stoves, new plastering, new sheathing, new 
floors, new sinks and washstands, new TOILETS! Most of the arti- 
cles in this list are a crying need in both buildings and an absolute 
necessity for good schooling. Continued neglect of these things 
would be an out and out admission that we have not taken the first 
essential steps toward betterment in school affairs. 


Reading. 

Probably the greatest defect among the school subjects is found 
in reading, and this is the most important subject in the whole 
school curriculum. Givea child ability to read well and a love of 
_ good literature and he will grow up a useful and intelligent citizen. 
The chief things necessary in this connection are gocd books and a 
lot of them. It is not true economy to pinch and suve money here 
by ‘‘getting along’’ with as few books as possible. I recommend 
that double the usual amount of money he appropriated for text 
books and supplies in order that the schools may be supplied with 
sufficient reading books during the ensuing year. 


In Conclusion. 


My greatest desire is to see school affairs take a new, fresh, 
clean, start. I know that a disinterested inspector of our schools 
would describe the school situation, as it stands today, as one of 
general apathy, particularly in the matter cf schoolhouses, furnish- 
ings and toilet arrangements. I fear, sometimes, as school board 
members, we unconsciously reason along the line that our greatest 
service is in saving money for the district. I am certain that this 
feeling of economy which has extended over a long period of years 
has been responsible for the present conditicn of the schoolhouses, 
which is, frankly, deplorable. Let us, then, turn our faces toward 
the light of a better day, which will come quickly with an awaken- 
ed public conscience toward our shortcomings of the past, and our 
plain duty in the future toward the schoo] children.
